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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


HE grand theme of the day is the 
escape of Louis Blanc and Caussi- 
diére. Most people are very glad of 
it—for, whatever mistakes the may 
have made, yet it is contested they 
wrought them chiefly as rulers of the 
hour, and are, therefore, irrespon- 
sible. For my part, much as I con- 
demn the theorist, and despise the 
Police Minister, yet it does appear 
that political enmity, rather than a 
love of justice, is the motive of those 
who hunt them tothe death. In Old 
England they ‘* may be happy yet!” 

Cavaignac is veritably terrified at 
the growing desire in all classes, ex- 
cepting the ‘ rouge,” for areturn to monarchical Go- 
vernment. He will oppose it with all his soul, but 
it must come, People are quite tired of the nonsense 
of republicanism, which even infects, pro tem., such 
fine wits as those of George Sand; for did she not utter 
the following balderdash as respects the Fete of Fra- 
ternity at Paris }— 

“* Uprose the whole people. 
and a gun equipped themselves in haste, laughing, 
singing, for the French people is never more gay than 
when itit is most sensible. All those who ha but a 
blouse and ad took their gun and a blouse ; and 
those who had no gun recalled to their memory the 
profoundly philosophical line of Marlborough— 

* And the other carried nothing * 


which means that a Frenchman can march even with 
empty hands and empty stomach. Wherever he 
goes, his hands and arms are ready for anything, for 
overturning & mountain or a throne, his heatt throb- 
bing, his voice sounding from pole to pole, and his 
power of logic always finding an unexpected solution 
to all the problems of philosophy.” (ih! 

_ The following, by one of our sterling English Writers, 
is much more to the purpose—and is just now causing 
much amusement here:— _ 

“It was the shoemaker Chenu, a hero of thé Ris- 
quons-tout expedition against Belgium, that impro- 
vised the Provisional Government, composed of the 
leading elements, all conflicting as they were, And 
no sooner was it formed than it set to work to destroy 
itself by internal antagonism. The Red Republic was 
contested in the councils; Ledru Rollin against the 
large-voiced Arago, Lamartine splendidly generalizing, 
and Louis Blanc compromising the dispute by substi- 
tuting a redriband for ared flag, For in that Stirring 
time more than one transitory institution rested on a 
basis of eloquent haberdashery. The ‘ shindies’ in 
the Supreme Council emulated that recorded by the 
ingenuous M, Chenu at the Prefecture of Police, where 
Caussidiére accused a fellow-patriot of treachery, 
politely invited him to commit suicide, and, with an 
excess of considerate attention, tendered the loan of a 
‘ four-barrelled pistol’ for the purpose. M. de la 
Hodde was rude enough to refuse the obliging invi- 
tation, and nearly enjoyed the honour of murder— 
perhaps did so,” 

Ledru Rollin’s speech was a very good one in rela- 
tion to the intended prosecutions—and very true as to 
the probable result ; but it is a gratuitous hypocrisy 
on his part to call the Red Republic a phantom. It 
has more muscle, in truth, than the one which now 
exists. How stands the account with the latter? Ten 
thousand men in dungeons, hunger stalking amongst 
the maddened multitude, despair below, sorrow above, 
mistrust everywhere—liberty chained up, glory absent 
~—poetry, the arts, learning, extinct—an A’ssembl 
which decimates itself, and a bourgeoisie suffering and 
enraged!

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Lords, on Monday, after much 
discussion, the Sugar Duties Bill was read a second 
time.

NEWS OF THE WEEK, 
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FOREIGN SUMMARY. 
FRANOE.—At the close of a sitting, which lasted 
from noon on Friday, through the whole o. the after- 
noon and night of that day, and until six o’clock on 
Saturday morning last, the National Assembly of 
France at length determined to hand over MM. Louis 
Blane and Caussidiére to the legal tribunals of the 
country, as being inculpated in the disturbances of 
the 14th of May. Both M, Causidiére and Lovis 
Blane have escaped. The journals are almost silent 
with respect to the suppression of the Gazette de 
France. The Univers says :-—** The Gazette de France 
has been suspended in virtue of the state of siege. 
This measure was the subject of general conversation 
at the National Assembly. We have not followed 
the same path as the Gazette de France ; but, under 
present cireymstances, all dissensions ought to be 
effaced; and itis with profound grief and great as- 
tonishment that we see, among the motives alleged 
for subjecting it to suspension, the reproach of having 
excited ta civil war, when it is notorious that, for 
eighteen years, the Gazette has formally protested 
against every idea of civil war.” The papers express 
infinite satisfaction at the passing of the bill for the 
reduction of the postage on all inland letters to four 
sous (twopence) each, and which was voted by the 
National Assembly on Thursday evening. Among 
the candidates for the vacant seats in the National 
Assembly for the department of the Seine the follow- 
ing are mentioned:—Messrs. Gouin, Achille Fould, 
Emile de Girardin, Edmond Adam (Secretary-General 
of the Prefecture), Thoré (editor of La Vraie Ré- 
publique), and Raspail, who is now a prisoner at Vin- 
cennes, The two favourites are Emile de Girardin 
and Achille Fould. The Government has appointed 
a medical commission, composed of MM. Gueneau de 
Mussy, Chomel, Andral, Husson, Bouillaud, Bally, 
Gerardin, Cornac, and Gauthier de Claubry, to apply 
themselves to the discovery of means to prevent and 
to mitigate the effects of Asiatic cholera. Louis Blane 
has arrived in London, 

Spain.—lIt is beyond a doubt that the Government 
of the Narvaez and the Moderado party were never 
more united than at the present moment. They see 
approaching tempests darkening the political horizon, 
and the instinct of self-preservation makes them 
forget for a time every rancorous feeling, and close up 
to each other for mutual support. Government can- 
not disguise from itself nor the country that Carlist 
and Progressista guerilla bands are springing up in 
every direction, which will form the nuclei of formi- 
dable movements when a favourable opportunity occurs. 
The Pope’s Nuncio (Monsigneur Brunelli), on the 
evening of the 20th ult., took possession of the 
Church and Hospital of the Italiens, Madrid, in great 
state; a “Te Deum” was sung, and all Madrid was at 
the solemnity, ‘the Governor of the Palace has in- 
serted a notice of sale in the Gazette of the estate 
called Vista Allegre, at Carabanchel, which is the 
property of the Queen and her sister. Letters from the 
summer palace of St. Ildefonso announce that the 
Queen and her husband had been out hunting at Rio 
Frio on the 18th, and had killed two bucks. The Duke 
and Duchess of Rianzares, with their children, will 
prolong their stay in the country until the 6th inst.

TARRING AND FraTHERING.—Last week a 
good deal of amusement was caused in the vicinity of 
the Post-office at Leeds by the appearance of a man 
hurrying along some of the adjacent thoroughfares, 
who had been very effectively tarred and feathered. In 
a short time a large crowd gathered round the man, 
and he was so much annoyed in his progress that he 
was glad to put himself under the protection of a po- 
liceman, who conveyed him to the police-office for 
safety.

‘The acquaintance was kept up for 
some time, but at length the widow learnt that he was 
married and had a family. It was accordingly resolved 
to punish him for his temerity, and he was invited to 
take tea with a friend of the widow in Albion-square, 
with an intimation that he would be expected to pro- 
ye something on the occasion. ‘To this he consented, 
and both the man and the provisions were duly forth- 
coming. After the first cup of tea had gone the round, 
and whilst the second series was in preparation, the

The old 
man, who slept near the window, had got his head 
close to the roof, and, the window having been broken 
out, he was dragged through the opening. To de- 
scribe the horrors of the scene when the storm was at 
its height, the thunder rolling over head, the light- 
ning flashing incessantly, the flood pouring down 
from above and rushing through the streets, and the 
drowning people screaming in their dying agony for 
help, would be impossible. It is, in truth, too dread- 
ful for contemplation.

olice that she not only disposed of her former husband 
, the same horrible means, but also of several of her 
children (she had fourteen, most of whom died sud- 
denly). Nothing appears to have been done, however, 
in the matter until last week, when Mr. Raison, in- 
spector of the constabulary station in the district, 
received a warrant from Mr. Codd, one of the coroners 
for the county, directing the disinterment of the body 
of Thomas Haw, then lying in the burial-ground of 
Tendring Church, in the vicinity of Wix. This man 
was the Feanand of a sister of Mary May, whose death 
took place in April last year. He appears to have been 
a steady, industrious man, and had accumulated a 
little money; his wife, however, was not so fru al, 
being rather irregular inher conduct. Haw quarrelled 
about a man named Southgate, and soon afterwards he 
was suddenly attacked with sickness, and died in a 
few hours. His widow married the man Southgate 
shortly after. There was no inquest held; his death, 
like the other suspected cases, being registered as from 
natural causes. His remains were interred in Tendring 
Church, and exhumed as stated. A coroner’s jury 
was empannelled on the same day, and Messrs. Man- 
thorpe and Son were directed to secure the stomach 
for aoe mes by Professor Taylor. The authorities 
received information from Mr. Taylor to the effect 
that he found sufficient arsenic in the intestines to 
account for death, In consequence of that discovery 
the suspected party has been arrested, and awaits the 
close of the coroner’s inquiry. The police have also 
received instructions to exhume other remains.

THE Prince or Waxes Streamer Run

Narrow Escape or HER Masesty’s 
Scnooner Sprprr.—The Spider, Lieutenant Hay- 
don, left Rio ‘de Janeiro for Monte Video about the 
18th of May, and encountered some terrific gales ; and 
on the night of the Ist of June, when off Monte Video, 
notwithstanding a strict look-out, she struck ona reef 
running out from Bold Point. It was a long time be- 
fore they gained assistance from the ships in harbour, 
though a great part of the English squadron were lying 
there, After some hours two British and one French 
steamer arrived to her assistance, but their united 
efforts were insufficient to move her.

ANoTHER Fara, Accipent ar Sra.— 
Kinastown, Aug. 28.—On the 27th inst, the Ame- 
rican ship St. Lawrence, Brown, master, bound to 
New York, and the schooner Cosmopolitan, of Li- 
verpool, William Maxwell, master, bound to Bonny, 
in Africa, general cargo, were off the Mizen Head, at 
four o’clock p.m., wind 8.W., blowing strong. A 
collision took place. The schooner was run on board 
by the ship striking her on the bow, ‘carrying away all 
but the mainmast. The crew scrambled‘on board the 
ship except one seaman, who was struck overboard 
and drowned. The ship immediately made sail for 
Liverpool, having injured her cutwater and lost her 
jibboom. The master of the schooner solicited a boat 
‘to go and examine his vessel, which he states remained 
afloat. ‘The ship arrived in Kingstown, and landed 
the crew of the schooner, who, although not members, 
were relieved by the agent of the Shipwrecked Mari- 
ners’ Society and forwarded to Liverpool. 


DEsTRUCTIVE FirE AND ExpLosion.— 
Shortly after two o’clock on Tuesday morning an 
alarm prevailed in High-street, Shoreditch, owing to 
an explosion on the premises of Mr. Spurway, an 
oilman, &c. With the greatest difficulty the family 
effected an escape, and the fire spread most furiously, 
threatening destruction to a great extent.

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IRELAND. 


Tur PrReEMIER’s Visir.—It is difficult to 
conceive that any intelligence could create more varied 
Sensations than the announcement of Lord J. Russell’s 
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visit to Ireland. Speculation is absolutely on the rack, 
and invention itself seems bewildered, with respect to 
the policy which is likely to be the result of his lord- 
ship’s conference with Lord Clarendon. 


In Dublin the state of the weather holds out 
hopes of the future prospect being less cheerless than 
there was reason to anticipate. Sunday was asummer 
day in every respect—a clear unclouded sky, with the 
heat of the sun almost intolerable, but for the accom- 
paniment of a fresh breeze from the west to relieve 
the otherwise West Indian atmosphere.

In the county of Dublin wheat is now being 
cut down in every direction, and, owing to the un- 
paralleled influx of labourers from the west, the work 
never went on more vigorously, or with less expense 
to the farmer. The state of gee at which this 
crop has arrived (as stated by an intelligent ope 
notwithstanding the inclement weather we have had, 
is really wonderful. The oat crop continues to present 
a magnificent appearance of abundance; and, although 
the crop is somewhat short in straw as compared with 
last year, still it never was exceeded in weight of head 
or breadth of cultivation. The potato has unquestion- 
ably suffered, to all appearance, in the county of 
Dublin, as in other parts of the country; butit admits 
of reasonable doubt whether the loss will be anything 
like the amount that was at first supposed.

occurred until about twelve o’clock, when the order to 
“tack ship’ was given. We were then about six miles 
this side of the Great Ormshead. After the yards 
were hauled, the steward of the ship came up and told 
me that one of the perraeee had lit a fire in.one of 
the ventilators in the after part ofthe ship. I imme- 
diately sent an officer and one man with the steward to 
see to the matter—to put out the fire—and to bring up 
the delinquent. I at once went below, and discovered 
smoke proceeding into the main cabin, through one of 
the after state-rooms. We began, without delay, to 
throw water down; but, in five minutes after- 


wards, indeed almost instantly, the after part of the ‘ 


ship burst into flames. We put the ship before the 
wind in order to lessen the draught, but were obliged to 
bring her to, again. The fire produced the utmost con- 
fusion amongst the passengers,—all appeared infatua- 
tion and despair,—yells and screams of the most 
horrifying description were given—all control over 
them was lost ; my voice could not be heard, nor my 
orders obeyed, Finding that nothing could be done 
with the yards, I caused both of the anchors to be let 
go, that the ship’s head might be to wind, and the fire 
be kept as abaft as possible. The passengers crowded 
in numbers to the bowsprit to avoid the heat of the 
flames ; many, in alarm and despair, leaped overboard, 
and, although spars and all loose materials lying about 
deck were thrown out for them to cling to, a great 
majority were drowned. 

“In spite of all that could be done the flames in- 
creased. I gave orders ta get the boats out. Two of 
them were got out, but before the lashings of the others 
could be cut they were enveloped in flames. The mate 
and several of the passengers, with part of the crew, 
got into one of the boats which wag lowered, and a 
portion of the crew with some passengers into the 
other. The last thing which I did was ta throw over- 
board a topgaliqntyard, with the assistance of the 
carpenter and one or two men, with a rope attached ta 
it to make it fast alongside, and to tell the peaple to 
jump overboard and cling to it; then, finding the 
flames approaching so rapidly that I could neither get 
forward nor aft, T was obliged to heave myself aver- 
board and cling ta the spar for a short time, but, find- 
ing that there were too many already clinging to it, I 
swam to a board which fortunately floated near us, 
and, after remaining in the water about half an hour, 
was picked up by the boat belonging to the Queen of 
the Ocean. ~ , 

“T should, perhaps, haye stated before, that, seeing 
our disaster, the Queen of the Ocean yacht, owned by 
Mr, Thomas Littledale, of Liverpool, with a party gf 
his friends on board, hove down to us, lowered her 
boat, and the crew, with indefatigable exertions, were 
the means of saving the lives of thirty-two. In the 
meantime, while the yacht was rendering every assist- 
ance in her power, the Brazilian war-steamer Alfonzo, 
and the Prince of Wales steamer, bound to Bangor, 
with the packet-ship New World, sent their boats, and 
were the means of saving many that were clinging to 
the wreck and floating about on the spars. Their 
exer'ions were great and praiseworthy. The Queen 
of the Ocean remained alongside till three o’ciock, 
and, when she had done all that was pousible ta do, set 
sail for Liverpool, Mr. and Mrs. Dow, of Glasgaw, 
Mr, Southwith, and Mr. Fellowes are amangst the

‘© When we reached the ship we found the Alfonzo, 
Steam-frigate, there, partly to windward. Her boats 
were out—the admiral in one of them—using the 
most heroic efforts to save life. There were also two 
boats of the packet-ship New World there, and other 
boats from other ships. Previously, Mr. Littledale’s 
cutter or yacht had been there, and, I understand, 
had picked up the captain and several others. 

‘* At this time all the masts were gone, all the deck 
abaft the forecastle in flames, and fire bursting in holes 
through the side. There were about a hundred of the 
passengers about the jibboom and the head. They 
Were screaming deliriously, and a number of dead 
bodies were floating about. We at once attempted to 
deliver the people from the head, but there was great 
difficulty in approaching her. After some time we 
were enabled to rescue three, one man and two women, 
from the rigging under the bows: soon after I suc- 
ceeded in rescuing a woman and a child, but the child 
died in the boat almost instantly. 

‘€ The Prince of Wales all this time could not ap- 
proach, but she had promptly sent her boats out. She 
also furnished me with more oars and more men, and I 
endeavoured to get under the bows, but utterly failed 
m my exertions to persuade the passengers to come 

own, All but two, a man and a woman, refused. 
These two I saved. After putting them on board the 
Alfonzo I took from her life-boat a sailor belonging to 
the New World: his name was Frederick Jerome. I 
then went to the Prince of Wales, which had anchored 
to the windward, and had aline from her to slack away 
under bows. Jerome took a smallline from the boats, 
and, having divested himself entirely of his clothes, 
climbed up into the head of the Oceau Monarch. By 
means of the line he lowered the remainder of the pas- 
sengers into the boat; they were about fifteen in 
number. Previous to this the other boats had rescued 
many, but still several individuals had fallen over while 
endeavouring, probably, to escape from the heat, or to 
reach the boats: and many were drowned. 

‘The whole of the upper deck was all burnt off, 
and the fire was bursting through the sides down to 
the water’s edge. Jerome having lowered down the last 
person, a man, he descended, and we put him on 
board the Prince of Wales, as well as the remainder 
of the passengers. I went on board the Alfonzo, 
where I experienced congratulations and every kind- 
ness. The Prince de Joinville, the cammander, and 
the other persons on board, gathered around us. 
There were 1389 persons saved from the wreck on 
board; many of these were women and children, par- 
tially naked. I saw all busy in ¢lothing and com- 
forting them; but among the most zealous, kind, and 
active were Mr. and Mrs. Lynn, of the Waterloo 

Hotel, whe were on baard. Mrs. Lynn went over to 
the poor children, seized them in her arms as they

The Campaner Thal; or, Discourses on the Immor- 
tality of the Soul, By Jean Paul F. Richter, 
Translated from the German by Juliette Bauer,

stumbling to the critic ; to critics of the grammarian ¢ 
species, an unpardonable, often an insuperable, > 
rock of offence.” Unfortunately the sway of such 2 
critics is not limited. 


From these discourses, whose object is to dis- 
suade an infidel in immortality from his uabelief, ; 
we extract the following magnificent paragraph, 
premising that Karlson is the infidel.

Tne Concert ar ner Masesty’s THE- 
Atre, — The concert for the benefit of the chorus 
singers of her Majesty’s Theatre took place in the 
concert-room of the establishment on Saturday last. 
Besides the celebrated vocalist herself, Gardoni, the 
two Lablaches, Belletti, and though last, not least, 
Thalberg, contributed gratuitous] their services in 
aid of their humbler brethren, Every part of that 
great room was crowded with auditors, and every part 
of the performances was entitled to the highest praise. 
The concert, which was a selection from Donizetti, 
Rossini, Verdi, Weber, Meyerbeer, and Thalberg, was 
commenced by the Pyrenean singers, after whose per- 
formance came an aria from ‘I Lombardi,” ‘ La mia 
Letizia,’ by Gardoni. Jenny Lind then made her 
appearance in an aria WDenteestys and fully merited 
the unanimous encore which followed her exquisite 
performance, The Lablaches and Belletti were well 
received in a trio from ‘* Margarita d’Anjou’’ (Meyer. 
beer), ‘‘ Pensa e Guarda.” After these a fantasia 
from the *Sonnambula” was executed by Thalberg in 
his most admirable manner, and elicited great applause, 
but certainly not beyond the desert of this ce ebrated 
pianist. Jenny Lind again appeared, and, if possible, 
exceeded her former efforts in that difficult piece of 
vocalism in the “Schlesische Lager,”’ in which two 
flutes are introduced. She was most rapturously 
encored by the audience. In the second part of the 
concert, after ‘Il mio piano,” by Belletti, Thalberg 
again astonished his hearers by his performance of a 
grand fantasia from ‘“Massaniello.’’? A quartetto in 
which Jenny Lind took a part with Belletti and 
Lablache, and in which the chorus also sang, was 
encored. “ Un Segretto’”’ was given by the Lablaches 
with their accustomed success; and the whole was con- 
cluded by the Swedish melodies, given in the most 
delightful manner by the charming artiste who has 
made them so celebrated and so popular, This con- 
cert, taken either in the aggregate or in its separate 
parts, is among the very best that has ever been given 
in the great concert-room of the theatre, or in any 
other similar place. Every artist exerted himself to 
the utmost of his ability, and met his reward in the 
applause and delight of those who were present. Of 
the performances of Thalberg and the Swedish prima 
donna it would be almost impossible to speak in terms 
of eulogy too high. Their reputation could hardly be 
increased by their exertions, but it was to the fullest 
extent supported.and confirmed,

its general effect. The style which it presents

teenth century. The upper por- 
tion ig enriched with figures of 
infant genii supporting a shield, 
upon the summit of which stands 
the royal crown; while on each 
side, embedded in foliage, are the 
rose, thistle, and shamrock, with 
the English oak. Over the frame- 
work of this glass, during her 
Majesty's stay at Stowe, was 
thrown a most elegant piece of 
Chinese embroidered gauze, of 
which we a!so offer our readers a 
representation, It is beautifully 
worked with butterflies of spotted 
blue, hanging baskets of yellow 
silk, and brown stems and pink 
flowers of the camellia japonica, 
with leaves of the brightest green. 
The border is entirely composed 
of roses and rose-leaves. ‘The 
whole of the decorations attendant 
upon this sumptuous féte were in 
perfect keeping ; and it is only 
with feelings of sorrow and un-
